Since the year 637 A.D. the Turks 
have been overiords in Palestine, masters of 


lem misrule and oppression have been able 
to stamp this stigma on the noblest of world 
religions, not through lack of strength but 
through lack of union among the Christian 
nations. Will the stigma be removed? Will 
this one bright light shine forth from the 
darkness of the present storm? 
Already the British troops are firmly en- 
trenched tn the ancient city of Bagdad. Al- 
ready the British guns are within twenty 
miles of Jerusalem. How the map of the 
Near East will be redrawn we do not know. 
But one result we can confidently count 
upon. Mesopotamia, the Garden of Eden, 
Bagdad and all the rich country that cradled 
our present civilization will never be allowed 
to lapse to the misrule that turned those 
once bounteous plains into stony deserts. 
The Turk will be swept away from the sa- 
cred soil of Palestine. 
And what then? 0 
Two benefits will follow. Palestine will be 
civilized. Jerusalem will become a Christian 
city. These two blessings have so intimate 
an appeal for the hearts of all Christian 
worshipers that national sympathies or an- 
tipathies sink into nothingness beside them. 
Probably the British will administer the 
civil affaira of Palestine and Syria as they 
now control the destinies of Egypt—to the 
undoubted good ofthat country. Or the fu- 
ture of the H@y Land may be guaranteed 
by the joint action of all Christian people. 
The details are unimportant. The glorious 
fact is this—Jerusalem, after nearly 2000

DOOMED BILLBOARDS. 

The indications are that before many 
months have passed the people of Los An- 
geles will have an opportunity to see what 
their city really looks like behind the bill- 
boards. It is unfortunate t this peep at 
the real Los Angeles canndt be accorded 
to the tens of thousands of tourists now in 
the city, but there would seem to be no 
prospect of such an unmasking during the 
present tourist season. Unexpectedly it 
has developed that the champions of civic 
decency will have to fight three or four 
members of the City Council, as well as 
the little handful of men who deface Los 
Angeles for the money there is in it, before 
the billboards can be finally wiped out of 
existence. ‘This being the situation, it will 
naturally take time to steam-roller the 
thing through. 

The billboard men have lorded it over 
the public long enough in Los Angeles, and 
it is high time they had what was com- 
ing to them. By divers means difficult to 
understand, they have managed year after 
year to find those who would uphold them 
in the City Hall. Their attitude has per 
alstently been one of deflance and contempt 
for the citizens and taxpayers. Always, 
when asked to restrict their operations in 
the name of decency and public policy, they 
have retorted that the law was “with 
them.” Their conduct throughout has been 
such as to repel rather than win sympathy. 
Their loud yells for “fair play” and a 
“equare deal” at this juncture fall upon deaf 
ears, in so far as the public is concerned. 

The truth is that the billboard men are

cago applies to Los Angeles and every 
other city in the land, for appeals from any 
city’s decision against the billboard could 
but come to the same end. The local bill 
board interests will fight to the last ditch— 
there can be no doubt on that score—but 
they aren’t going to have much to say about 
their rights under the law” from now on.

This survey, of course, is nothing more 
nor less than a stall for time There is 
really nothing to investigate. The best 
that the billboard men hope for is a com- 
promjse that will allow them to continue 
their business of defacing the city on some- 
what restricted lines. That they have suc- 
ceeded in finding support for their desper- 
ate eleventh-hour scheme in the City Hall 
does not reflect any credit upon the Coun- 
cilmen who are playing their game for 
them. The billboard question has been dis- 
cussed from every possible angle times 
without number until there is nothing left 
to discuss. There has never been the 
slightest question as to how the pubite 
viewed the thing. The only defense the bill- 
board men have ever had has been that 


there was no legal way to thrust them 


out, and this has been perennially flaunted 
in the city’s face. Every minute spent in 
arguing the question now is time wasted. 
That the city of Los Angeles has unques- 
tionable right to order every billboard out 
of its residence districts was plainly shown 
in the Supreme Court opinion. What the 
city of Chicago really asked for was the 
right to institute a local-option programme 
for the regulation of billboards. Chicago 
passed an ordinance that would allow the 
majority frontage owners in any block in 
a residence district to decide whether there 


should be billboards in that block. The bill- 
board men appealed, and the thing went 
on up to the nation’s highest tribunal. The 
result was a blow to the billboard interests 
all over the land. The court not only af- 
firmed Chicago’s right to pass and enforce
